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EXAMmER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claim 38 is cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 40, 53, 56, 58, 60, 75 and 80-91 are allowed over the Prior Art of record 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claims 40, 53, 56, 58, 60 and 89-91 is the inclusion of the specific 
limitation of employing a plurality of projectiles launched from a launch apparatus with 
precisely controlled timing (emphasis added) in an apparatus and/or method for measuring 
frequency characteristics of a direct current acceleration sensor. As to claims 80-82, the primary 
reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the specific Umitation of 
employing/including a projectile having a structure that is a lamination of different materials 
(emphasis added) to control a frequency band of the elastic wave pulse generated in a metal rod 
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by the impact of the projectile. As to claims 83-88, the primary reasons for allowance is the 
inclusion of the specific limitation of obtaining transient signal distortion of an elastic wave 
pulse from a strain gauge output signal incident on one end surface and at least a primary (i.e. 
leading) term of a series-expanded Skalak's analytic solution. None of the Prior Art disclose 
these specific limitations in regards to testing/measuring acceleration sensors.
